less than 10.000 population the Clerk 
of the District Court is ex-officio 
register of deeds. 
The sheriff is given a minimum 
salary of $1,500 in counties of 10,- 
000 people, with a maximum salary 
of $3,000 for counties of 45,000 popu­ 
lation and over. Sheriffs get expen­ 
ses when pursuing a prisoner in a 
felony case outside of the county. If 
it is necessary to go beyond the lim­ 
its of the State, the County Com­ 
missioners may allow Sheriff’s ex­ 
penses, providing the process is in­ 
dorsed by the County Attorney.
